This bar is designated as ' ' bronze 19, 
No. 1," and the length is to be measured 
when its temperature is G2 dog. Faliron- 
hoit. It is is tho standard yard and the 
standard foot in its third part. The old 
Fronch piod du roy equals 1.07 ; tho 
modern pied usuel, 1.0GG ; German,0.971 ; 
Amsterdam old foot, 0.93 ; Denmork- 
Ithineland foot, 1.0-1 ; Hamburg, 0.911 ; 
Stockholm, 0.97: Rt. Petersburg, 
1.145 ;• Riga, 0.89 ; Canton, 1.04 Lisbon, 
0.927; Turkey, 1.116; Constantinople, 
1.23. The foot is decimally divided. 
The decimal is a littlo black speck which 
often gets between tho toes. A foot di- 
vided by too many decimals, or by too 
largo decimals, is not a pleasant thing 

• wLion the decimals get dead ripe. Other 
ieet are the foot-rule, the foot-man, tho 
loot-print-ed on tho official organ, tho 
" two foot to who 1" of tho rural states- 
man, the foot-pad who cushions the of- 
ficeholder, and the ' ' phut's that ?" or 
whatisit.

Jay Gould's Abilities as a Bear: 

* ** Jay Gould had $30,000,000 in money 

Sept 1, 1873, and was then prepared to 
hammer the markot down — to send a 
chilling fear through all the list. On 
the 5th of September ho appeared in tho 
Exchange and began work. Ho lirst at- 
tacked gold; $200,000,000 was told in 
one day by himself i ud assooiates. The 
price foil 7 cents, giving Goidd an 
enormous profit. Ho locked up his 
profits and his capital and turned his at- 
tention to the list of stocks that had al- 
ready weakened from 5 to 15 per cent., 
in sympathy with his daring m: 1 on 
gold. Distrust beoaine general, small 
holders were shaken out, timid ones «old 
out, and many strong operators ranged 
themselves on tho "bear" side under 
Gould's leadership. Western Union was 
the next object of assault. He sold -10,- 
000 shares short, and down it went, 
tumbling 10 conts in one hour, clearing 
Gould a half million in sixty minutes. 
This was on the 18th of September, and 
by noon Jay Cooke failed Then came 
riot and ruin. On the next day the 
steadiest stocks dropped like lead, and 
the staunchest houses collapsed. By 3 
p. m. there had been a loss of $100,- 
000,000 in values since morning, and 
monov was worth 5 per cent, a day. 
, Gould flitted liko a vulture through tho 
black and sickening scenes, battering 
mercilessly any stock that showed signs 
of vitality. The next day the bunks 
suspended, and atl2 the Stock Exchange 
closed doors — and the panic had settled 
upon the country. It seemed impossi- 

* ble to lift prices. There was money 
enough but no confidence. The Gov- 
ernment reissued $30,000,000 of green- 
backs. There were 4,000,000 bales of 
cotton in the South and 1,000,000,000 
bushels of wheat iu the West, but there 
was no confidence and everything Ingged. 
For over three years there was a depres- 
sion in everything. Stocks would rise 
a bit and then fall lower than ever until 
in April, 1877, lied rock was reached. It 
was then estimated that the shrinkage 
in the leading stocks in the si root 
amounted to $200,000,0(10, and over 
81,000,000,000 of railway values had gone 
iuto the hands of receivers. —Nf w York 
Letter.

Jf the news brought by the la:it Aim- 
trnlian mail is authentic, tho reward 
offered by tho proprietors of tho Syd- 
ney Bulletin for proofs of the fate of 
Dr. Leiciiardt, the Australian explor- 
er, lias been claimed in an unexpected 
manner. It is reported that Lkich- 
ardt's diary, telescopes, compasses, and 
other property have been discovered 
some 1,300 miles ducwest from Black- 
ed, and Qu'eenlantl, by a squatter' who, 
at a poinPsomo 150 miles distant from 
tho spotwhera this discovery vras made, 
also found the diary kept by one of the 
Lkichardt's companions named (Jlas- 
skn, an entry in which records the death 
of Lkiciiakdt and the rest of his expe- 
dition. Dr. Luwio LEICIIARDT, who 
was an experienced explorer, having 
travelltd from Brisbano to Port Essing- 
ton between August, 1844, and Decem- 
ber, 1845, left Moreton Bay on his ill- 
fated expedition ou October, 27, 184S, 
and tho hist news erer received from 
him was dated Pobruary 2G, 1849, when 
he had- reached Canning Downs and 
was intending to resume his journey 
northwards towards the Gulf of Carpen- 
taria, and then striko westerly and 
southerly till ho should reach Western 
Australia, hoping to arrive at Perth at 
the end of 1849 or 1850. If the re- 
port now received is true, it would ap- 
pear that hn hud accomplished about 
half his journey when lie met his death. 
What was his actual fate wo have as 
yet no means of judging ; but the local- 
ity at which the alleged discovery of 
his remains took place is close to the 
line of the overland telegraph, and it is 
known that the aurrouuding country is 
fsrti oand capable of supportingjan ex 
pedition equipped as was that of Leicii 
ardt. The country, indeed, is now be- 
ing opened up to regular settlement ; 
and it is most probablo that the littln 
nartv wns nt tucked W hosf-ilc MtK'kH 
and overpowered. Exploration in Cen- 
tral Australia has claimed several vic- 
tims, whose fate was attributed to the 
sterility of the country through which 
they passed ; and this fact lias tended 
to confirm the old popular impression 
that the interior of Australia is an un- 
inhabitable desert. Recent exploration, 
however, has proved the contrary to be 
tho fact ; and, if it is true that the 
mystery surround ingLEiciiAUDT's party 
has at least been cleared up, it will be 
n satisfaction, at least, to know that 
the country for whose sako ho risked 
and gave up his life was not unworthy 
of tho sacrifice. 

ENGLISH LA. YD. 

It is now asked in England whether 
it is better to be an Irish landlord with- 
out rents or an English landlord with- 
out, tenants. In all parts of Great Bri- 
tain the farms are thrown upon the 
hands of their owners as fast as their 
brief leases expire, and where there are 
uo leases the process is still more sum- 
mary. In some parts of Warwickshire, 
four-fifths of the lands He unlet, while 
in others reductions of from thirty-five 
to fifty per cent, in rent have been 
made. In one estate in OrJordrbire. 
there are fifteen hundred acres idle, 
while in other parts of the shire land 
is let at half rent or a merely nominal 
rent, just to secure a caretaker. In 
Bedfordshire, the reductions in rent 
range from 75 to'25 per cent., accord- 
ing as the old rental approached or fell 
below the former market value of land. 
In Essex, there aro reductions on the 
samti scale, 'many farms being let at a 
mere nominal rent. In Shropshire, 
great numbers of tenants have given 
notice of intention to abandon thoir 
farro3, and, to conciliato them, reduc- 
tions have been made as high as fifty 
per cent. In Huntingdonshire, Leices- 
tershire, and Norfolk, there have been 
similar reductions ; Urge sections lie 
idle, and rents in some instances are 
down to what they were forty -five years 
ago. A review qf the whole island 
would probably show a state of things 
similar to that in these purely agricul- 
tural shires. The pressure of Ameri- 
can competition is crushing the heart 
out of the English land sybtem. Good 
judges of the matter say that England 
has raised the last crop that will pay. 
This means "the last crop that will pay 
for the support of the three chiscs now 
living oft' the land, viz., the agricultural 
laborer, the capitalist farmer, and the 
owner of the estate." Certainly, Eng- 
lish land supporting three classes will 
not compete with prairie land support- 
ing only one, and the booner ' the Eng- 
lish change the system in the direction 
pointed by the example of France and 
Belgium, and by the writings of W. 
T. Thornton and Ehile Lavkluye, the 
better for her. i

Halifax, April 23. — A. short time 
ngoMr. D. S. Kerr, Q.O., published a 
series of letters to J udge Wetmora on 
the delays in trials, and the master hav- 
ing been brought to the attention of 
the Supreme Court, action was taken. 
The Attorney-General to-day moved 
for a rule calling nn "David 8, Kerr,an 
attorney and barrister and Q.C., to at- 
tend this court on the third Saturday in 
this term, to show cause why an attach- 
ment should not issue against him, or 
why he should not be committed for 
contempt of this honourable court by 
having "printed nnd published "in the 
Daily Telegraph newspaper two com- 
munications, at different dates, in which 
communication tho said David S. Kerr 
has been guilty of contempt of this 
court, by publishing in such cominuni 
cation divers matters scandalously cal- 
umniating, vilifying, aud reflecting upon 
his Honour Mr. Justice Wetmore, one 
of the justices of the honourable court, 
thereby tending to defame and obstruct 
the administration of justice." Tho rule 
has been granted but no time fixed. 
To day Mr. Kerr was asked if he knew 
the case was before the court, and re- 
plied that ho was perfectly aware of it. 
What was more, he did not give a 
straw. 

Montreal, April 2V. — The old and 
well-known lumber firm of W. J. Pope 
it Co., of tli is city and Charlemagne in 
this province, have had to suspend pay- 
ment and call a meeting of their credi- 
tors here, where the latter all reside. 
The aggregate liabilities are between 
eighty aud one. hundred thousand dol- 
lars, half being due to Montreal banks 
which hold ample security for their ad- 
vances, Tho general creditors were of 
fored twenty-five cents on the dollar by 
t ho insolvents, but it was refused by 
the majority at the meeting and an as- 
signment of the estate accepted. 

Buoc'icville. April 25. — The audit 
of the late County Treasurer's books is 
still going on. The amount of deficien 
cv so far foots up about §12,000. 
(Per steamship Idaho.) 

Quebec, April 2G. — A fire broke out 
in a tenement house on Scott street, in 
Montcalm Ward, about 1.30 this morn- 
ing. Tho firemen were quickly sum- 
moned, hut no water could be had. A 
Hteam lire engine was then got to work- 
throwing two streams from a well in 
the yard of the Good Shepherd Con 
rent. Owing to this delay the fire had 
a chance to spread, and several other 
houses were consumed, the occupants 
losing nearly all their effects. The 
total'loss must be 810,000 to §15,000. 
Fully fifteen families are homeless. 
Among theso who camped out this 
morning on the field of the Bon Pasteur 
Convent was to ba seen a bed with five 
little children of one family, the young- 
est 15 days old. 

The Ottawa Free Press hopes it is 
not too soon to congratulate Mr. Amor 
DeCosmos on his appointment to the 
Lieutenant-Governorship of British 
Columbia 

It is announced that Sir Charles 
Tupper has sufficiently recovered from 
his recent illness to enable him tc re- 
turn to Canada at an early day and re- 
sume the duties of his office.

4. That no Chinamati, whether a Brit- 
ish subject or not, Bhnll bo employed in 
the said Mill, and, if any Buch ba em- 
ployed, no monies shall be paid to tho 
owner of such Mill undor this By-law. 

5. This By-law may be cited as tho 
" Woollen Mill By-law, 1881."

YalO'-Strikc of tho Chinese. 

[Exelusivo Dispatch to The Colonist.] 

Yale, May 14th, 
Tho Chinesu laborers on the railroad 
from hero to the 17-milo camp struck 
work on Tuesday last, some say because 
their Chinese paymaster had retained two 
per cent, of their wages as commission, 
> it hers say because rice had been advanced 
in prieo two cents per pound. However, 
this may be, to- day about one o'clock 
about two hundred of thorn came down 
into town and attacked tho large ware- 
house at Yale Creek breaking the windows 
and wcro chopping down the doors when 
tho police interfered and quieted them 
down, inarching several of the ringleaders 
to gaol. Tho situation is serious. 

Kosa Ward, tho youngest daughter of 
Mr. E. Ward, died this morning of 
typhoid fever. The remains will be taken 
to Victoria by the Slope on Monday for 
interment. 

While Constables Roycroft and Burr 
were taking the 'arrested Chinamen to 
jail they wore set upon by tho Chinese 
• mob with stones and sticks, audit was 
with the greatest difficulty and after some 
severe fighting that the prisoners were 
jot to jail. Some twenty or thirty special 
constables are now being sworn in at the 
court house and arms and ammunition got 
in readiness in case of an attack on the 
jail or town. .

FOR RAISING A I 
j REAL AND PE 



MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON 
PERSONAL PROPERTY. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Council of tho Corporation of 
tho Ci'y of Victoria, as follows: 

1. The " Victoria Uevenuo By-Law, 
187'.(," tho "Victoria Amendment Reven- 
ue- By-Law, 1879," and tho "Rovenuo By- 
Law, 1SS0," aro horoby repealed. 

2. From and after tho passage of this 
By-Law the general Municipal Revenue 
of tho City shall be raised, levied and col- 
lected for the use of tho corporation, from 
such sources as aro hereinafter provided. 

^. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in each year upon all tho Real and 
Persona*! Proporty mentioned in tho as- 
sessment roll for tho time being in force 
in tho City an equal rato of eight-tenths 
of ono per cent, on tho assessed valuo 
thereof as appears by tho said roll. 

■1. The aforesaid taxes shall be duo and 
payable by tho person or .persons liablo 
for the same to tho colloctor of the Muni- 
cipal Council at his oflico in tho City 
Council Chaniboi'3, Victoria, on tho first 
day of Juno in oach year. 

5. Every person using any of tho trades, 
occupations, professions or business in 
Schedule "A" hereunto annexed particu- 
larly described shall tako out a periodical 
license for such period as in tho said 
Schedule' 1 A" is set out, paying there- 
fore such periodical sum as is there spo- 
cifiod, which said sums shall respectively 
be paid in ndvance to and for tho use of 
the Ct rporation of tho City of Victoria 
and their successors. 

U. No person shall use, practice, carry 
on or exercise any trado, occupation, pro- 
fession or business in tho said Schedulo 
"A" described, or named without having 
taken out and had grunted to him, her or 
thorn a liconso in that behalf. The licen- 
ses to bo granted as aforesaid may bu in 
tho form in Schedule "B" to this By-Law 
and the sanio aro to bo granted ao as to 
terminate on the 30th day of June and 
the 31st day of Decembor. 

7. The annual taxes mentioned and 
authorized to be assessed, levied and col- 
lected by the Municipal Council of tho 
City of Victoria and by virtuo of tho 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877," and 
the " Victoria Road Tax Amendment 
By-Law, 1877," nnd the "Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1881" shall form 
part of tho general Municipal Revenue 
aforesaid and shall bo levied and assessed 

8. There shall be assessed, levied and 
collected upon and from the owner of ev- 
ery dog running at largo within the city 
limits an annual rata of §2.00 for each 
such dog, ami for this purpose the har- 
bourer of any dog for the apace of one 
month shall be deemed the owner thereof. 

9. On payment of any rate under the 
last preceding section the collector of the 
Municipal Council shall furnish the owner 
of tho dog in respect to which such rato 
is paid with a receipt and also a tag or 
mark to be attached to a collar placed 
around the neck of such dog. 

10. Tho penalties and procedures for 
enforcing this By-Law shall be those con- 
tained in sections 113 and 115 of the 
"Municipality Act, 1881." 

11. In the construction of this By-Law 
in describing or referring to any person 
or party, matter or thing, any word im- 
porting the masculine gender or singular 
number shall be understood to include 
and shall be applicable to several persons 
and parties ns well as ono person or 
party, and females as well as males, and 
bodies corporate as well as individuals, 
several matters or things as well as ono 
matter or thing, unless it bo otherwise 
provided or th<)re bo something in the 
Biibject or context repugnant to such con- 
struction. 

12. For the purposes of this By. Law 
the term "wholesale trader" shall be 
held to mean every proprietor of an Ex- 
press Office, aOas Company, every Invest- 
ment and Loan Society. Coal Merchant, 
Lumber dealer, Fur trader, Foundry, 
Warehouseman, and every person who 
sells goods for tho purpose of supolying 
other traders, or who advertise as whole- 
sale dealers. 

13. Tho special rate imposed by tho 
"Water Works Debenture and Revenue 
By-Law, 1877," and tho "By-Law to 
authorise the raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," shall continue to bo raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under the By- 
Law, and shall be applied to tho purposes 
specified in the said By-Laws respectively. 

1-t. Tho annual tax authorised to be 
assessed, levied and collected by the 
"Victoria Road Tax By-Law, 1877," as 
amended by the "Victoria Road Tax 
Amendment By-Law, 1877," and the 
"Road Tax Amendment By-Law. 1881," 
shall continue to be assessed, levied and 
collected in addition to tho rato and taxes 
imposed by this By-Law, and shall form 
part of tho general Municipal Rcvenuo 
aforesaid. 

15. For the purposes of this By-Law a 
retail trader shall bo held to mean every 
person carrying on any business or calling 
not otherwise specially mentioned, within 
the City limits. 

1G. This By-Law may be cited as tho 
"Victoria Revenue By-Law, 1881." 

All penalties and other moneys recov- 
erable under sections i and 5 of the 
"Pound By-Law Amendment By-Law, 
1880," shall be recoverable and enforced 
in tho manner provided by the "Munici- 
pality Act, 1881."

The two last mentioned licenses to on- 
able the porson paying tho aamo to ohango 
his placo of businoss at pleasure, but not 
to carry on business at two places at tho 
same time under ono licenso.
